FIRE BRIGADE IS 
NOW RE-ORGANISED 


HARLEY RECOMMENDED TO THE 
COUNCIL AS CHIEF FOR NEW 
BR‘GADE 


At the citizens’ meeting held on Fri 
day last for the purpose of re-organis- 
ing the Town fire brigade, it was not- 
iceable that although there was quite 
a nice attendance, it was by no means 
as well attended as the circumstances 
seemed to call for, and the “street- 
corner knockers’’ were conspicuous 
by their absence; in fact all seemed 
to be anxious to thresh out matters 
to derive the most benefit from the 
gathering 

Councillor Clipston of the Council’s 
Fire and Water committee occupied 
the chair, and Mr O. Michon was ap- 
pointed secretary of the assembly. 

The matter of the breakage of the 

ig pumper at the recent fire at the 
depot was spoken to, and it was men- 
tioned that a motor-pump could be 
‘rranged for until the engine could 
ve put back into service. 

The chairman gave the names and 
number of the men at present on the 
fire brigade and also listed the fire 
equipment and a suggestion was put 
forward that the number be increased 
from twelve to twenty. This matter 
was left over. 

It was finally decided by the meet- 
ing to recommend to the Town Coun- 
cil that Mr Harley Renville, the pre- 
gent utility man, be appointed as fire 
chief, and also that more assistance 
be sought from the C.N.R. as fire pro 
tection when necessary. 

The matter of obtaining a paid en- 
gineer for the brigade was discussed 
at length, but was finally dropped.

Still another producer has - been 
brought in, in the Wainwright field, 
this time through the efforts of Messrs 
Stevens and Blair with their rotary 
rig at the No. 3 hole of the Weseet 
Gils. Ltd. 

This well was drilled in last week 
after a couple of weeks rest for the 
cementing off to set, and when the_ 
bailer was put on last week end it r - 
sponded somewhat slowly with a nice 
flow of crude oil and a low gas prev- 
sure. On Saturday morning there was 
approximately 180 feet of oil in 2164 
toot length of casing. During the 
whole of Saturday last, the well was 
baled at different periods, and then 
allowed ‘to stand until Monday morn 
ing. At that time the fluid stood at 
650 feet. The heavy casing head valve 
was closed by someone on Sunday, 
and on Monday morning it was dis- 
covered that quite a head of gas had 
gathered in the casing, which no 
doubt acted as back pressure on the 
oil coming through the sands at the 
bottom. It is assumed that the oil 
would have stood much higher in the 
well had the valve been left alone 
and the gas allowed to slowly escape 
cs is usual. 

The cleanness and fine lubricating 
qualities of the oil from the new well 
have been very favorably commented 
upon, and the Wainwell Oil Ltd seem 
to be playing in real good luck in hav- 
ing their second producer in so shor' 
a time after coming into the field. In 
deed, this hole was not started till 
October 24th last, and the drillers are 
being congratulated upon the success 
attained, for although it is thoughc 
by some that rotary drilling has a 


the oil sands temporarily, it is be- 
lieved that the flow of both oil and 
sas at this well will increase’ until 
there may be a real heavy production 
after the manner of their No. 1 hole. 
This final quantity production cannot 
be even esimated at this stage, but it 
is .onfidently expected that the well 
will give such returns as may sur- 
prise the optimists. 

Preparations are now being made 
for the transfer of the rotary drill 
head to the site of the No 2 well 
(which has been advanced with stand- 
ard drilling tools) the intention be- 
ing. to continue on down'with the 
heavy equipment until the known oil 
sands are nearly reached, and then to 
finish off the well with the standard 
tools. 

With regard to the No. 1 hole, the 
original flowing well, this it is plan- 
red will be put on production thia 
week with pumping equipment. This 
well, of course, gives promise or reach 
ing record production for the field and 
its crude will be turned into the re- 
finery almost alongside the well. The 
refinery was in operation last week, 
and reports state that everything 
there is working perfectly.

THE OPEN BED-ROOM WINDOW 


One of the really striking changes 
in personal habits which has occurr- 
within recent years is the habit 
of opening the bed-room window at 
night. 

It is not so many years ago since 
the windows closed, with the 
‘oming of cold weather. Indeed, many 
persons stuffed the few cracks around 
the windows to make sure that no 
air came in from outside. That was 
when a sick person was ‘ protected 
from cool, fresh air, as if one mouth- 
ful of it would cause his death. 

We may forget that tuberculosis 
was the first disease which was 
fought by education. Other diseases 
had been fought by police measures, 
by compulsion. People were forced to 
improve living and work-places they 
were obliged to install sanitary con- 
veniences; 
communicable disease. they were iso- 
ated whether they wished to be or 
not. 

The fight against tuberculosis has 
not been along this line. In place of 
force persuasion by means of educa- 
tion, was used. The educational work 
has not been limited to those suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis, but bas extend- 
ed to all. From the start, the value 
o° fresh air was stressed and we were 
advised to open our bed-room win- 
dows in order to benefit by and enjoy 
hours of sleep in the fresh air, thus 
lessening the chances of the occur- 
rence of tuberculosis. 

It is true that fresh air, day and 
night, is good. We know that the old 
idea of night: air being bad is not

This was a point brought out 
by R. P Newland, maintenance en- 
gineer for the state highway com- 
mission, in an address before the oil- 
men’s convention. Mr Newland talked 
on the subject “Oiling the State High 
ways’. 

He said he was thoroughly sold on 
the proposition of oiling roads but 
that its expense was too great for 
Montana to engage in extensively for 
some time yet. r 

“The day of straight gravel road

Mr Newland said it is the plan of 
the highway commission to resurface 
200 miles of highway next year. Al- 
though they are not attempting to 
make pavements they are trying to 
get eway from the tremendou.s cosl 
of .pkeep.

‘But just because \of the lack of: real 
cold weather ice on the deeper lakes 
and rivers has been treacherously 
thin. ‘Accidents have been numerous, 
a few fatal. 

When a skater breaks through, he 
should hang to the edge quietly anJ 
reserve his strength. Meanwhile his 
companions will get.a ladder over the 
break and will keep it there while the 
sketer pulls himself cautiously up on 
it and crawhs to safety. If a ladder 
is not available a hockey stick attach 
ed to a line of scarfs may be used in 
the same way, or a fence rail or even 
a gate may be pushed cautiously over 
the break and be the means of saving 


none of those expedients at hand a 
living chain may be formed, the first 
person lies down flat and worms him- 
self cautiously mearer and nearer the 
hole, a companion also lying down 
hangs on with both hands to the feet 
ot the first one and so on until as 
many as is necessary or as can be 
found have formed the chain. In this 
way a drowning person may be pull- 
ed from the water. In every case 
speed with caution is necessary. 

When free of water, he must be 
treeted put-to bed, with hot drinks 
hot water bottles, warm blankets and 
a visit from the doctor.
